His wife Soffel said, was willing he 
flhould be murdered In order to car- 
ry out her designs. 
Before she gave 
the signal for the murderers' escape 
she chloroformed her husband. Tne 
warden says he Is glad his wife has 
teen captured and hopes she will be 
given punishment.

Story of the Capture 
PIttsburg. 
Feb. 1.—Edward 
and 
John Biddle^ murderers condemned to 
death, who escaped from the 
Alle- 
gheny county Jail yesterday, and Mrs. 
Tctcr Soffel. wife of the warden, who 
aided their escape and fled with them 
•were overtaken by pursuing officers 
In the wilds of Butler county late yes- 
tnrday afternoon, and, after a desper- 
ate battle, the two murderers and the 
•woman, riddled with bullets and buck- 
shot were captured. 


The fugitives hunted 
and 
close 
pressed, turned at bay In the snow- 
covered road In the hills two miles 
east of Prospect. Butler county, near 
Mount Chestnut. 
Behind them were 
eight officers, heavily 'armed. 
The 
jaded horse, stolen during the wild 
Hlght through the country, could nol 
pull the sleigh In which the trio had 
tried to escape any further. 


Fugitives Stand at Bay
